Jumping for 
more than joy 

Lawrenceburg man to raise funds in attempt 
to shatter state record for most skydives in day

A Lawrenceburg man 
doesn’t want to set a new state 
record for the most skydives in 
one day. 

He wants to shatter it. 

Troy Woods will start jump¬ 
ing out of a perfectly fine air¬ 
plane at daylight Friday June

If all goes well, he hopes to 
make 80 jumps that day, twice 
as many as the current Ken¬ 
tucky record of 40.

Three indicted for trafficking 
heroin, morphine, oxycodone 


Police report finding dope in man's underwear, woman's bra

Just days after a Lawrence¬ 
burg mom and her brother 
were arrested 
on heroin charg¬ 
es, the Anderson 
County Grand 
Jury indicted 
three people on 
separate charges 
for allegedly 
trafficking her¬ 
oin, morphine 
and oxycodone. 

Indicted June 2 were Col¬ 
ton T. Riggs, 24, of 1500 Mac 
Drive, Cody L. Stratton, 18, of 
Town Terrace Apartments, 
and Kelly R. Isham, 29, of 1095 


Tara Way. 

Riggs was indicted for first- 
degree heroin trafficking, 
first-degree heroin possession, 
third-degree 
possession of 
Alprazolm, pos¬ 
session of drug 
paraphernalia, 
possession of 
marijuana, driv¬ 
ing under the 
influence and 
driving on a sus¬ 
pended/revoked 
license. 

Riggs’ indictment stems 
from an April 12 incident at 
a loading dock at YKK. Riggs 
was passed out but had his 


foot on the break of a vehicle 
that will still running and in 
reverse, according to a police 
report. 

After Riggs 
was removed 
from the vehi¬ 
cle and placed 
in an ambu¬ 
lance, Officer 
Les Vogt of the 
Lawrenceburg 
Police Depart¬ 
ment searched 
his clothes and 
found 2.5 grams of marijuana, 
several bags of heroin weigh¬ 
ing between 2.3 and .5 grams,

Questions linger in womans death 

Family looking for answers after daughter falls from houseboat in Kentucky River

The family of a Lawrenceburg who died 
June 9 after falling into the Kentucky River 
has more questions than answers about what 
lead to her death. 

Mitsey Ann Barnett Garlen, 43, of Ninevah 
Road died at the 
University of 
Kentucky Medi¬ 
cal Center after 
spending several 
days there on life 
support, according 
to her stepfather, 

Henry Adams. 

Garlen appar¬ 
ently fell from a 
houseboat docked in the river 
not far from the governor’s 
mansion in Frankfort, but no 
one saw her fall in, Adams said. 

She was discovered later by people repair¬ 
ing a nearby boat, pulled from the water and 
resuscitated by ambulance personnel. Her 
stepfather said it is unknown how long Garlen 
had been in the water. 

She was taken to Kings Daughter’s Hospi¬ 
tal, and from there flown to UK. She never 
regained consciousness. 


“Her condition never improved,” Adams 
said. “She was on life support for three days 
and, finally, after talking with a team of doc¬ 
tors, we had her removed from life support.” 

Just what happened remains a mystery to 
her family, though, because police have not, 
and apparently don’t plan to, investigate the 
incident, he said. 

“The police never came,” said 
Garlen’s mother, Brenda Adams, 
who said the family has not 
spoken with police. “The Fay¬ 
ette County coroner’s office did 
speak with [the police], and was 
told they didn’t feel an investi¬ 
gation was necessary.” 

She said the coroner’s office 
has since ruled her daughter’s 
death was accidental. 

She said a blood test showed 
that her daughter had not taken 
drugs or alcohol before her 

death. 

“All that was there was a prescription she 
was taking and some caffeine,” she said, add¬ 
ing that her daughter was an excellent swim¬ 
mer. 

Brenda Adams said Garlen’s husband

And he’s doing it for a 
good cause. Funds raised 
by Woods’ daylong jump 
fest will help pay for the 
medical expenses of Jesse 
Scott, a Louisville native 
who was just diagnosed 
with leukemia for a sec¬ 
ond time. 

Woods will make his 
jumps at Arnold’s Air¬ 
port in Springfield at a 
drop zone called Jump¬ 
ing For Fun Parachute 
Center. Admission is free, 
and food will be pro¬ 
vided by event sponsor 
Kentucky Fried Chicken. 

Woods, who is origi¬ 
nally from Harrodsburg 
but has lived in Law¬ 
renceburg for about 10 
years, said he started 
jumping in 2006, just to 
see what it was like. 

“I just wanted to do it 
one time,” he said. “But 
like almost everyone 
who has tried it, I came 
home, thought it was 
fun and wanted to try it 
just one more time.” 

If he makes it to 80 
jumps June 22, Woods 
said that will be enough 
to put him at 500 since 
he began. 


Getting there, though, 
won’t be easy, and will 
require Woods to go up — 
and very quickly down 
— almost every moment 
of the day. 

“We’re going to be 
doing them really fast,” 
said Woods. “I timed it 
[Sunday] and we can get 
up there and back to the 


ground in 5 minutes, 30 
seconds from takeoff to 
takeoff.” 

“Up there” means to 
a minimum safe height 
of 2,200 feet, Woods said, 
adding that he normally 
jumps anywhere from 
3,500 to 10,000 feet. 

Woods said he will 
have plenty of help in 


the effort. He will have 
seven different people 
packing seven different 
parachutes, along with 
three pilots utilizing a 
single plane. 

“Over all it will 
take 20 to 25 people to 
keep food and water in 
me and have my gear 
packed and ready.” 


If 80 jumps seem like 
a lot, think again. Woods 
said the world record for 
the most jumps in a day 
is 641, set by the presi¬ 
dent of the U.S. Para¬ 
chuters Association. 

That required three 
planes and a staff of 50 
working a full 24 hours. 

Another Lawrence¬ 
burg resident, Shawn 
Barnett, will also take 
to the sky that day in 
an effort to set a state 
record for the number 
of jumps by a person 
over the age of 40, Woods 
said, adding that Barnett 
hopes to make 20 jumps 
that day. 

Woods said he works 
for Ready Electric in 
Louisville. That’s where 
he first became aware 
of Jesse Scott, who just 
found out last Monday 
that his leukemia had 
returned and is seek¬ 
ing treatment again in 
Michigan. 

“I don’t know him, but 
his cousin is a co-worker 
of mine,” Woods said. 

“I actually decided to 
do this record jump for 
charity a while ago, but I 
contacted [several chari¬ 
ties] and didn’t get much 
feedback.” 

But when he heard

his co-worker’s cousin 
was being forced to 
battle leukemia again, 
he knew he had found a 
good cause. 

“I got frustrated try¬ 
ing to find a charity, but 
when this happened to 
Jesse again, I said that’s 
what this will be for.” 

Kentucky Fried 
Chicken jumped at the 
chance to sponsor the 
event, and along with 
providing a food buffet 
will bring a camera crew 
to document the event 
for commercials, Woods 
said. 

“There will be some 
games out there, like 
cornhole, and we are 
hoping to have some live 
music,” Woods said. “I just 
hope plenty of people 
will come out to watch 
and support this.”

Dog park land approved 

Magistrates voted unanimously last Tuesday morning for the Anderson Humane Society to 
establish a dog park on land it was previously bequeathed on Glensboro Road. 

The land, which was donated for the purpose, will include a fenced-in area in which people 
will be able to exercise their pets. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway said the facility would include a section for large dogs 
and one for small dogs. 

There will be no cost to use the facility, Conway said. 

Football field under construction 

A youth recreation football field is being built in the county park, thanks in large part to 
donated fill dirt and equipment. 

Conway said he expects the field to cost about $10,000 by the time its ready for action in 
2013. He said the dirt was donated by Farm Bureau, which is building a new office on US 
127 Bypass. 

"We're working on another deal right now for more," Conway said. 

So far, Conway said the county has spent about $1,000 in labor and fuel costs, adding that 
truck pull promoter Eddie Carey donated a bulldozer and used $1,105 of the $1,900 he 
raised during a recent pull to hire three dump trucks for the project. 

He said Whayne's Supply of Lexington and builder Mike Gay have also donated the use of 
bulldozers. 

Halvorson reappointed 

Kip Halvorson was unanimously reappointed to another four-year term on the board of direc¬ 
tors for Anderson County Fire District. 

Two reject library budget 

Magistrates David Ruggles and Forrest Dale Stevens voted no on a budget provided by the 
Anderson Public Library taxing district. 

The fiscal court does not vote to approve the library budget, only to acknowledge that it saw 
one. 

Still, Stevens and Ruggles voted no, and although she voted yes, Magistrate Juretta Wells 
clearly wasn't happy with what she saw. 

"Yes, I acknowledge that we received it,"Wells said while casting her vote. "But I don't particu¬ 
larly like it." 

The $3.33 million budget includes $2 million in cash reserves.

Following that meeting, 
Barnett voiced his displeasure 
for the budget, saying that 
more money 
should be direct¬ 
ed at paving 
county roads. 

“They need 
to get their pri¬ 
orities straight 
down there,” 

Barnett said 
“There is a lot of 
money to trim 
from other places and put into 
roads. 

“This is not a favorable bud¬ 
get for my district. As far as 
roads, it’s just not there.” 

Barnett said the county 
park continues to chew up 
funds he thinks would be bet¬ 
ter used to repair the county’s 
highways, two-thirds of which 
are located in his district, by 
far the most of the county’s 
other five districts. 

“If you look at park utilities, 
they’ve jumped $11,000 [in the 
new budget], and equipment 
costs have gone from $22,000 
to $45,000 — that’s more than 
double,” Barnett said. 

“I’m in favor of the park, 
but I want to see the park 
become more self-sufficient. 
Salaries are $109,000 but 
receipts were around $80,000. 

It has to generate more money 
than it’s doing.” 

Barnett said roads are the 
primary concern he hears 
from his constituents. 

“A lot of them blame the 
park for that,” he said, adding 
that back during former judge- 
executive Tommy Cotton’s 
administration, the public 
voted down a plan to create a 
tax to fund a county park. 


“When [former judge-exec¬ 
utive Anthony] Stratton came 
in, they did it anyway. They 
didn’t get the tax, but started 
the park and now there’s debt 
on the land.” 

Barnett also scoffed at 
what he said is a plan to spend 
$150,000 in the 
highway budget 
to purchase a 
new dump truck 
and storage bin 
for road salt. 

“I’m not sure 
that’s money 
well spent,” he 
said. “We bought 
a new truck last year and I was 
told that if we buy one at that 
time, we’d be in good shape. 

“Then they plan to buy 
another one, even though we 
don’t use them much other 
than to scrape snow. They sit 
around a lot.” 

Barnett did not explain his 
vote during last Tuesday’s 
meeting, and made his com¬ 
ments during a telephone 
interview last Friday morning. 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne, who represented the 
6th District for 20 years as a 
magistrate before being elect¬ 
ed judge in 2010, bristled over 
Barnett’s comments. 

“If he doesn’t think I’ve got 
my priorities straight, Mag¬ 
istrate Barnett doesn’t know 
what he’s taking about,” Con¬ 
way said, adding the county 
has no plans to buy a dump 
truck this year. “I work day 
in and day out for this entire 
county, and although the 6th 
is the biggest, all the districts 
are equal.” 

Conway said he agreed 
with Barnett that the county 
doesn’t have enough money to 
pave roads, but is still waiting 
for Barnett to follow through 
with ways to cut spending in 


other areas to do so. 

“He told me he had enough 
savings in other programs to 
put more money into paving,” 
Conway said. “[County Trea¬ 
surer] Dudley Shyrock and I 
would like to see where that’s 
at, because we’ve never been 
told. 

“If Magistrate Barnett 
wants to come and show the 
finance committee, which 
includes Magistrate David 
Ruggles and Magistrate Juretta 
Wells, where to cut money and 
put it in the road fund and 
make the budget balance, I’m 
sure it would tickle us all to 
death.” 

Barnett said he also isn’t 
satisfied with the system used 
to determine which of the 
county’s roads will be paved. 

Each year magistrates are 
allowed to place one road on 
a priority list. Once that road 
moves to the top and is paved, 
the magistrate picks another 
that is placed at the bottom of 
the list. 

“When we picked roads, I 
got one just like everyone else,” 
Barnett said, “but I’ve got 60 
[roads] and others have just 
eight or 10. 

“That’s not right, because 
they can repave every one 
of their roads in eight or 10 
years. For me, it would take 60 
years.” 

This year Barnett’s pick 
of Carey Mill Road is fourth 
on the priority list. Leathers 
Road, also in Barnett’s district, 
is sixth and was selected by 
Wells, who has no county 
highways in her district. 

Conway said he faced the 
same challenges during his 20 
years as a magistrate. 

“There has to be a priority 
system,” Conway said. “I’ve 
been dealing with this for 20 
years, and I learned to work 


with the other magistrates to 
get them done. 

“He needs to learn to work 
with people to get more done 
in his district.” 

Conway added that the 
6th District received an over¬ 
whelming majority of the 
money spent last year on pav¬ 
ing roads. 

He said the county last 
year spent about $568,000 in 
asphalt, $447,000 of which 


went to pave six miles on 
Mays and Beaver Lake roads. 

“Over a 20-year span, I 
worked with other members 
of the fiscal court to get 40 
miles resurfaced in the 6th 
District,” Conway said. 

“Pretty good for someone 
who doesn’t have his priorities 
straight.”

two “full bars” of Xanax, 
two “half bars” of Xanax, 
a metal hose clamp used 
to crush pills, two pill 
bottles and $333 in cash, 
according to a police 
report. 

Riggs was taken to 
an area hospital before 
being taken to the Shelby 
County Detention Center 
and arraigned later that 
day. 

Stratton was indicted 
following an April 16 
traffic stop on Whitney 
Avenue. 

Stratton was pulled 
over for not wearing a 


seat belt, but appeared 
“very nervous and shaky,” 
according to a police 
report filed by Lawrence¬ 
burg Police officer Jer¬ 
emy Cornish. 

Cornish searched the 
vehicle and found mari¬ 
juana between the center 
console and front seat, 
along eight bags of mari¬ 
juana he said Stratton 
had in his underwear. 

Stratton then told Cor¬ 
nish that he had drugs 
under the passenger 
seat, and Cornish found 
what he said were eight 
hydrocodone tablets and 
four morphine tablets 
inside of a cigarette pack, 
according to his report, 
adding that Stratton

told him he was selling 
the drugs “for monetary 
gain.” 

Stratton was charged 
with first-degree traffick¬ 
ing morphine, second- 
degree traff kicking 
hydrocodone and traf¬ 
ficking marijuana. 

He was arraigned 
April 19 and taken to the 
Shelby County Detention 
Center, where bail was 
set at $5,000. 

Isham was charged 


after her vehicle was 
stopped Feb. 2. 

Cornish, the police 
officer, said he and 
another officer smelled 
marijuana “radiating 
from her vehicle.” 

“I then asked if she 
had any illegal drugs,” 
Cornish said. “She stated 
she had 11 Oxycontin 
tablets on her, 10 in a con¬ 
tainer in her bra and one 
in her wallet,” Cornish 
said in his report. 


Cornish said Isham 
told him that she pur¬ 
chased the pills in Frank¬ 
fort for someone in Law¬ 
renceburg for $30 a pill, 
and that she was going to 
make $100 for the trans¬ 
action. 

She was indicted for 
first-degree trafficking 
Oxydodone and first- 
degree possession of a 
controlled substance. 

Isham was arrested 
and later released on her 


own recognizance. 

The arrest of the 
brother and sister May 30 
sparked county wide con¬ 
cern over the presence of 
heroin. 

Meg Grant, 30, was 
arrested at her brother’s 
home. Her brother, Chris¬ 
topher, was not home at 
the time, but was later 
charged.

Main, Broadway becoming more accessible

Both Broadway and Main 
streets will be under construc¬ 
tion this summer as the state 
Department of Transportation 
brings them up to code with 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act requirements. 

According to Charlotte 
Faeth, the Danville Section 
Supervisor for Anderson, 

Boyle and Mercer counties, 
the project consists of asphalt 
resurfacing of two Lawrence- 
burg routes: a 1.62-mile sec¬ 
tion of US 62/S. Main Street 
to Woodford Street, and 3.64 
miles from the US 127 Bypass 
to Broadway. 

Faeth said the asphalt- 
resurfacing project, awarded 
to Mago Construction for 
the low bid contract price 
of $689,203.66, also includes 
$38,281 for handicap accessible 
sidewalk ramps and detectable 
warnings to be compliant with 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act. 

These detectable warnings, 
used for residents in wheel¬ 
chairs and those who are 
visually impaired, are angled 
surfaces where the sidewalk

meets the curb. Faeth said 
those individuals can detect 
the difference within this 2 
foot boundary by the sound 
and feel of the surface to 
know they’re reaching the end 
of the sidewalk.

The state transportation 
department, she said, obtained 
an additional $10,000 to fund 
the work. 

These two routes are con¬ 
sidered to be state primary or 
secondary roads, she said, but 
have not been analyzed by the 
Danville Section in terms of 
accessibility for residents with 
disabilities. 

“We have not analyzed the 
entire sidewalk for handicap

Faeth said the state chose to 
update two of Lawrenceburg’s 
roads based on a maintenance 
rating program, in which 
roads are rated for character¬ 
istics like pavement condition 
and rideability. 

“The roads with the most 
points are the ones that get 
paved,” she said.

Timothy was waiting in 
a parking lot on top of the 
riverbank but could not see 
the boat from where he was.

“There are many unan¬ 
swered questions, and we’ll 
never know the whole story,” 
Brenda Adams said. 

“It’s a bad enough time, 
but when there are ques¬ 
tions, it’s doubly hard,” 

Henry Adams said. 

“It could be that part 
of this is never going to be 
answered.” 

Garlen, who leaves behind 
three children and three 
grandchildren, formerly 
owned Outskirts Restaurant 
on Hilltop Drive before sell¬ 
ing it about five years ago, 
her mother said. She also 
operated Lakeside Restau¬ 
rant on Harrodsburg Road 
before that.

word he’d use is 
“apprehension.” 

Saunier’s only son, 
Ryan, had died four 
years earlier on Oct. 27, 
2005 after battling cystic 
fibrosis his entire life. 

He wasn’t sure if 
he could handle being 
around children, Saunier 
said. 

“Now, you couldn’t get 
me out there with a stick 
of dynamite,” he said. “I’d 
say it’s very helpful for 
me, and helpful for this 
community.” 

On a typical day as 
a school resource offi¬ 
cer for the middle and 
elementary schools, 
Saunier is in the building 
even before the teachers 
arrive. 

He’ll sometimes go 
to the high school — if 
fellow school resource 
officer Paul Blackhurst 
of the sheriff’s office is 
unavailable — or visit 
students at the Phoenix 
Academy.

7m a big car person "Saunier, who had never visited the Corvette Museum 
before, said. "I have been since I was a young person." 

Lt. Chris Atkins of the Lawrenceburg police department estimated that there are 
about 300 school resource officers serving in Kentucky. 

Both Mayor Edwinna Baker and Chief Tommy Burris submitted nomination let¬ 
ters to the Kentucky Association of School Resource Officers praising Saunier's 
job performance:

social services or the 
Court Designated 
Workers’ office. 

Upon request from 
middle school stu¬ 
dents, Saunier recently 
served as a school trip 
chaperone, accompa¬ 
nying three busloads 
of seventh graders to 
Chicago. 

“Oh, I loved it,” Sau¬ 
nier, who described 
himself as a “big kid,” 
said. “We actually had a 
couple of them get sick 
throughout the night, 
and I was up with sev¬ 
eral sick children.” 

Atkins described 
Saunier as a great offi¬ 
cer who really cares 
about people. 

“In my mind, you 
need somebody who 
cares for kids,” Atkins 
said, “has somewhat 
of a parental instinct 
and a whole lot of 
patience.” 

Saunier said he uses 
his real life experience 
when speaking to stu¬ 
dents, especially his own 
struggles with bullying 
as a kid growing up with 
Tourette syndrome. 

“I use a lot of my real 
life’s experience,” he said. 
“When talking to the 
kids, they realize I’m not 
[feeding them a line]. I’m 


really helping them out.” 

He said about 80 
percent of the work he 
does is about bullying, 
especially cyber bully¬ 
ing through social media 
like Facebook, and esti¬ 
mates that bullying has 
decreased about 40 per¬ 
cent since being installed 
as a resource officer. 

“You’ll never stop all 
the bullying. You can’t,” 


Saunier said. “You can 
curtail it. The cell phone 
and the Facebooking is 
worse than anything we 
got.” 

It’s important to have 
school resource officers 
in place for safety, Atkins 
said. 

“Columbine really put 
a focus on having offi¬ 
cers in schools,” Atkins 
said. “[Saunier] knows 


kids by first name in 
that entire school.” 

And the kids certainly 
know Saunier, especially 
when he drives up with 
the department’s new 
ride — a 2008 blue Ford 
Mustang. 

Saunier said that he 
was asked recently to 
submit the Mustang 
in a car show, held last 
weekend in Eubank, 

Ky., where it won best in 
show. 

“’Course, they sur¬ 
prised me with it,” Sau¬ 
nier said of getting the 
Mustang. “I had asked for 
a Volkswagon beetle, of 
all things.” 

The police depart¬ 
ment purchased the new 
vehicle using insurance 
funds, Saunier said, after 
another police cruiser 
that Saunier was driv¬ 
ing was damaged in a 
head-on collision. Sau¬ 
nier sustained non-life 
threatening injuries dur¬ 
ing the accident in early 
February. 

Saunier also wasn’t 
expecting an e-mail from 
the Kentucky Associa¬ 
tion of School Resource 
Officers, notifying him 
that he had been select¬ 
ed as School Resource 
Officer of the Year for 
2012. 


Saunier, who said 
he’s always had trouble 
speaking in public, said 
he hasn’t thought about 
what he’s going to say 
when he accepts the 
award. 

He’d rather speak 
from the heart, he said. 

“I don’t ask for awards, 
I don’t expect them,” he 
said. 

What really “touches 
his heart,” Saunier 
said, are kids like this 
— a male student in a 
wheelchair with speech 
difficulties who finally 
learned how to say Sau¬ 
nier’s name. When Sau¬ 
nier was in the hospital 
in February, the student 
was upset to learn Sau¬ 
nier wouldn’t be there to 
visit him. 

“When they told me 
about that, I knew I had 
touched this child,” Sau¬ 
nier said. 

Saunier had submit¬ 
ted retirement papers 
during the first year 
of his resource officer 
duties in 2009. He’s since 
rescinded them. 

“I am having a lot of 
fun with life right now,” 
he said. “Fulfillment is 
pretty good.”

An eye-opening look at your county tax bill

I t comes in your mailbox 
every fall, an envelope 
from the sheriff’s office 
that contains a yellow slip of 
paper replete with a dizzying 
array of num¬ 
bers. 

If you’re like 
most people you 
glance at the bot¬ 
tom line, mum¬ 
ble an expletive 
or two and shove 
it into a folder 
for use when fil¬ 
ing an income 
tax return. 

_ In these 

days of 30-year 
mortgages that 
include an escrow account for 
property taxes, an alarming 
number of people don’t really 
take a moment to digest that 
slip of paper, which tells us 
much more than a grand total. 

That paper, which if 
ignored will eventually result 
in your property being seized 
or foreclosed on, also breaks 
down just how much each 
of the six taxing districts — 
schools, health, library, county, 
fire and Extension — haul in 
off the bottom line. 

And because thorough 
examinations of those bills 
presented in the form of 
charts and graphs can serve 
as an irritant to those who 
receive our money, and an eye- 
opener for those who pay, I’ve 
assembled those figures into a 
pair of relatively easy-to-read 
graphs, which are included 
here. 

Take a moment to look, 
really look, at how your 
money is divided, and you’ll 
get a true sense of just which 
districts are really raking it in, 
and which really aren’t. 

When people discuss taxes 
with me, one of the first com¬ 
plaints generally involves the 
school district, which receives 
a little less than two-thirds

of every dollar collected. But 
keep in mind the breadth of 
the school district, including 
that it is the county’s largest 
employer, and that number 
makes just a bit more sense. 

That it isn’t enough to buy 
textbooks is obscene, but that’s 
another story. 

But look a little closer. 

What really stands out is just 
how close the numbers are 
between the fiscal court and 
library. The fiscal court, which 
is responsible for hundreds 
of miles of county highways, 
solid waste, planning, zoning, 
a large public park and host 
of other necessities, takes in 
about 15 percent of $12.6 mil¬ 
lion in local taxes. The library 
hauls in around 11 percent, in 
no small measure because an 
operation with a single build¬ 
ing employs roughly the same 
number of people as the fiscal 
court but has played much 
more fast and loose with tax 
rates over the past dozen or so 
years. 

There’s a reason the library 
has a $2 million surplus — the 
same amount as the school 
district, which has a budget 
nearly 10 times as large — and 
it isn’t because it has been 
such great stewards of public 
money. 

But what really stands out 


is just how much money Wild 
Turkey forks over every year 
for its whiskey or “distilled 
spirits” tax. Every gallon of 
bourbon stored for aging here 
by Wild Turkey is taxed each 
year and is a boon for each of 
the districts. In 2011 alone, the 
distillery paid three-quarters 
of a million dollars for the 
privilege of keeping barrels 
full of bourbon in Anderson 
County, including nearly half 
a million to the schools. 

Think about that next time 
you hear someone bemoan the 
evils of bourbon. 

Our other distillery, Four 
Roses, stores its barrels else¬ 
where, providing a taxation 
windfall for someone else. 

Not that every dime listed 
on these charts goes to the 
taxing districts. The sheriff’s 
office is fee-based and receives 
a commission for collecting 
taxes, the amount for which 
varies from district to district. 

For instance, the sheriff’s 
office receives a 3 percent 
commission on school taxes 
and earned just over $233,000 
in 2011. It charges a 4.25 per¬ 
cent commission on the fiscal 
court and kept around $77,000. 

The library, Extension and 
health districts also pay a 4.25 
percent commission, and the 
fire district pays 1 percent. 


The sheriff’s office collect¬ 
ed a total of $400,542 in com¬ 
missions during 2011, which 
is the office’s primary source 
of local funds. It also receives 
$100,000 each year from the 
fiscal court, and that number 
has been static for years. 

The balance of the sher¬ 
iff’s office funding comes in 
large measure from serving 


legal documents, for which it 
receives a fee. 

Now that you’re up to speed, 
consider these figures the next 
time you read or hear that 
such-and-such taxing district 
is planning to raise its tax rate. 

You’re welcome.

Resisting the Nanny State 


I don’t like when someone tries to 
hold my hand. 

Particularly, the government. 

Or really, anyone that makes it his 
or her business that I mind my own. 

Recent news stories 
wormed their way into 
my head the last few 
weeks, stories that con¬ 
tinue to irritate me like 
bug bites that just won’t 
stop itching. 

For example, New 
York. My birthplace. 

The land of sea salt air Meaghan 
and sand and the most Downs 

delicious pizza you’ve Staffwriter 

ever tasted. _ 

And apparently, the 
land soon to be known 
as “No Longer Serving Drinks Bigger 
Than 16 Ounces.” 

If you haven’t seen this in the 
news in the past couple of weeks, 
New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg announced that he’d like 
to pursue legislation that prohibits 
restaurants and other establish¬ 
ments from serving soft drinks and 
other sugary beverages larger than 
16 ounces. 

I mean, I get it. I’ve seen the docu¬ 
mentary “Super Size Me.” 

Reality television like “The Big¬ 
gest Loser,” now onto its 14th season, 
has made obesity into a game show. 

Lose an entire person in body 
mass and regain your health? Win a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

As a consumer of news and statis¬ 
tics, I’ve reported on the disturbing 
and growing levels of obesity, even 
the dismal numbers of low diet and 
exercise that were recently attrib¬ 
uted to Anderson County this year. 

But I take issue with the notion 
that we always need to assist those 
of able mind and body, who are per¬ 
fectly able to help themselves. 

This is not a direct indictment of 
social programs that legitimately 
help people with drug addictions, 
PTSD or mental illnesses, to name a 
few. 

I have a problem with what news 
outlets refer to as “the Nanny State,” 
the government interceding unnec¬ 
essarily like a meddlesome caretaker 
and creating helpless infants of 
capable people. 

Although simplifying the bigger 
issue at hand, I couldn’t have chosen 
a better phrase to describe my dis¬ 
pleasure in being treated like a child 
in the way I feed myself and choose 
to live. 


Bloomberg was quoted in the 
Washington Examiner on his contro¬ 
versial public health move, saying, 
“This is something we think we have 
the legal authority to do. We’re not 
taking away anybody’s right to do 
something; we’re simply making it 
different for them in how they do it.” 

Time magazine writer Shannon 
Brownlee believes it’s a good idea, 
and that other cities should follow 
Bloomberg’s lead: “The ban on large 
drinks, on the other hand, could reset 
our notion of what a normal bever¬ 
age serving looks like, and that could 
make all the difference... If you 
desperately want a giant soda while 
you watch a movie or ball game, 
nobody’s stopping you from getting 
three drinks, or going out for refills. 
But you will have to think twice 
about it, pay more for it, and the 
people around you might just might 
start staring. Remember, smoking 
bans changed social norms by mak¬ 
ing smoking seem less acceptable.” 

Everyone imaginable has 
weighed in on what they think of 
Bloomberg’s proposal. 

Although no famous cable televi¬ 
sion pundit has invited me to state 
my opinion, I’m going to give it any¬ 
way — What would Henry David 
Thoreau do? 

Yes, I’m looking for wisdom on 
obesity from a 19th century tran- 
scendentalist who watched ice crack 
on a lake from his isolated cabin 
Massachusetts for two years, and 
then wrote a book about it. 

But he’s also famous for his opin¬ 
ions on civil disobedience — not 
the abolishment of government, 
but immediate pursuit of a better 
government: “I ask for, not at once 
no government, but at once a better 
government. Let every man make 
known what kind of government 
would command his respect, and 
that will be one step toward obtain¬ 
ing it.” 

A government that would com¬ 
mand my respect is one that spent 
more time and money on educa¬ 
tion regarding obesity, rather than 
restricting personal and consumer 
choices. 

Maybe we, as Americans, have 
lost sight of what constitutes a 
healthy portion size. 

But politicians like Bloomberg 
have lost sight of why the law exists. 

And that’s an epidemic of equal 
importance.

Know signs of Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever 


Editor’s note: The following was 
provided by the Anderson 
County Health Department 
following the newspaper 
being told that two people 
in Anderson County have 
contracted Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever this spring. 
State officials said they have 
no reports of anyone con¬ 
tracting the disease so far 
this year. 

R ocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever 
(RMSF) is a tick- 
borne disease caused by 
the bacterium Rickettsia 
rickettsii. 

RMSF is a potentially 
fatal human illness that 
by the bite of infected 
tick species. 

In the United States, 
these include the Ameri¬ 
can dog tick, Rocky 
Mountain wood tick, and 
brown dog tick. 

Typical symptoms 


include: fever, headache, 
abdominal pain, vom¬ 
iting and 
muscle pain. 

A rash may 
also develop, 
but is often 
absent in 
the first few 
days, and in 
some patients, 
never devel¬ 
ops. 

Rocky 
Mountain 
Spotted Fever 
can be a 
severe or even fatal ill¬ 
ness if not treated in the 
first few days of symp¬ 
toms. 

Antibiotics are the 
first line treatment for 
adults and children of all 
ages, and is most effective 
if started before the fifth 
day of symptoms. 

The initial diagnosis 


is made based on clinical 
signs and symptoms, and 
medical history, and can 
later be confirmed by 
using specialized labora¬ 
tory tests. RMSF and 
other tickborne diseases 
can be prevented. 

The first symptoms of 
Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever (RMSF) typically 
begin two andl4 days 
after the bite of an 
infected tick. A tick bite 
is usually painless and 
about half of the people 
who develop RMSF do not 
remember being bitten. 

The disease frequently 
begins as a sudden onset 
of fever and headache 
and most people visit a 
healthcare provider dur¬ 
ing the first few days of 
symptoms. Because early 
symptoms may be non¬ 
specific, several visits

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Keep tomatoes off ground for bigger harvest 


I love this time of year. 
Though the mornings 
have been a little chilly 
the days and nights have 
been super. 

At the end 
of the day I 
love to watch 
the sun go 
down. It’s my 
“ah” moment 
of the day. 

The combi¬ 
nation of the 
beautiful sky 
colors and 
the comfort¬ 
able lawn 
chair just 
makes me sigh out loud, 
happy that the day has 
come to an end and sleep 
is not far behind. 

With summer only a 
week away it is a busy 
time, especially in the 
garden. The lack of 
rain means I have extra 
watering duties to attend 
to, along with weed¬ 
ing and, due to critters 
beyond my control, more 
tomato planting. 

Gardeners grow toma¬ 
toes in a variety of ways. 
Certain varieties need 
staking and that takes 
time. Some folks use 


tomato cages, some rig 
up their own cages, some 
use stakes and string. 

I use a combination of 
stakes and string. These 
methods keep the fruit 
off the ground and up in 
the air for a more boun¬ 
tiful harvest. 

When you have a row, 
or many rows, a weave 
is the easiest method to 
keep the plants up and 
off the ground, and it’s 
easy. Just drive tall stakes 
(wood works, but rebar 
is stronger and easier to 
drive) into the ground at 
the beginning and end of 
the row, and in the spaces 
between the plants. 

After the plants have 
reached a foot in height, 
tie the twine to the first 
stake and then begin 
going down the row 
weaving the twine in 
and out, from stake to 
stake. 

At the end of the row, 
wrap the twine around 
the stake twice and then 
head back the way you 
came at a higher level, 

6-8 inches higher. Keep 
tension on the twine 
until you knot it off 
at the end. After some 


growth, start another 
weave, higher on the 
stake, and keep that up 
until your plant is about 
4 feet and fully support¬ 
ed by the twine. 

This keeps the plants 
from slumping to the 
ground and improves air 
flow, which reduces dis¬ 
ease. Remember to water 
the soil, not the plant. 
Those of you with fruit 
or flowers should fertil¬ 
ize. After green fruits 
appear, add calcium to 
the soil around the plant 
stem. 

Oyster shells are the 
easiest and you can get 
these at a farm store. 

The calcium is key to 
preventing blossom end 
rot. 

As official summer 
nears, you can keep on 
planting the garden. 

Cucumbers, beans, 
squash, corn and sweet 
potatoes can all be plant¬ 
ed now. Lettuce can go in 
too, just be sure you have 
some shade for it. 

If you’re pulling car¬ 
rots and radish, just drop 
another seed in the hole 
for the next one to grow. 

Potato plants should 


have plenty of little new 
potatoes, hidden just 
under ground, if you’d 
like to sneak a few for 
supper. Cut them up, 
place them in a plastic 
sandwich bag with a 
package of onion soup 
mix and some oil. Shake 
them around to coat 
them, then pour them 
onto foil, wrap and put 
them on the grill. There 
won’t be any leftovers. 

Out in the lawn, chry¬ 
santhemums should be 
pinched back three times 
before the 4th of July. 
Pinch off one third of 
the branch length, each 
time. Prune you spring 
blooming shrubs now. 
Leave the iris leaves, 
unless you need to dig 
and divide. The leaves 
gives the roots energy to 
store over the winter. 

Now, get out there 
and line up the lawn 
chairs. When sunset 
rolls around, take a seat 
and enjoy the show. It’s a 
great way to end the day. 
Happy growing.

I volunteered in 2010 at another 
Operation Military Kids Family 
Camp. I thought readers would 
consider trying this recipe for 
pizza crust. The kids were given 
10 herbs to put in the crust. Truly 
it wasn’t a recipe with all mea- 
sureable ingredients. It was an 
opportunity to experiment and be 
creative with dough. I was very 
surprised at how the crust tasted. 

You can use packaged pizza 
crust mix or make your own. If 
you are using yeast packages, then 
use half of the yeast (11/2 tea¬ 
spoon yeast) for one pizza crust. 

Mix the yeast (11/2 teaspoon) 
with 2/3 cups warm water (105 to 
115 degrees). Combine in a large 
bowl and let stand until the yeast 
is dissolved, about 5 minutes. 

Add the following ingredients: 


13/4 cup all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon vegetable or olive 
oil 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon sugar (if desired to 
develop yeast) 

Herbs to taste (any combination 
you enjoy including some of the 
following: chili pepper, cayenne 
pepper, basil, thyme, marjoram, 
etc.) 

Garlic powder and Parmesan 
cheese can also be added to the 
crust. 

Mix ingredients by hand or 
with a spoon for about 1 minute. 
Knead the dough for about 10 
minutes by hand. Dough should 
be smooth and elastic like bread 
dough. Put dough in a bowl which 
is lightly coated with vegetable 
oil (about 1 teaspoon.) Turn dough

may occur before the diagnosis of RMSF is made 
and correct treatment begins. The following is a 
list of symptoms commonly seen with this disease, 
however, it is important to note that few people 
with the disease will develop all symptoms, and 
the number and combination of symptoms varies 
greatly from person to person. 

Fever 

Rash (occurs two to five days after fever, may be 
absent in some cases; see 
below) 

Headache 

Nausea 

Vomiting 

Abdominal pain (may 
mimic appendicitis or 
other causes of acute 
abdominal pain) 

Muscle pain 

Lack of appetite 

Conjunctival injection 
(red eyes) 

RMSF is a serious ill¬ 
ness that can be fatal in 
the first eight days of 
symptoms if not treated 
correctly, even in previ¬ 
ously healthy people. 

The progression of the 
disease varies greatly. 

Patients who are treated 
early may recover 
quickly on outpatient 
medication, while those 
who experience a more 
severe course may 
require intravenous 
antibiotics, prolonged 
hospitalization or inten¬ 
sive care. 

While most people 
with RMSF (90 percent) 
have some type of rash 
during the course of 
illness, some people do 
not develop the rash 
until late in the disease 
process, after treatment 
should have already begun, 
percent of RMSF patients never develop a rash. It is 
important for physicians to consider RMSF if other 
signs and symptoms support a diagnosis, even if a 
rash is not present. 

A classic case of RMSF involves a rash that first 
appears two to five days after the onset of fever as 
small, flat, pink, non-itchy spots (macules) on the 
wrists, forearms, and ankles and spreads to include 
the trunk and sometimes the palms and soles. 

Often the rash varies from this description and 
people who fail to develop a rash, or develop an 
atypical rash, are at increased risk of being misdiag¬ 
nosed.

How to remove a tick 

If you find a tick attached to your 
skin, there's no need to panic; a 
set of fine-tipped tweezers will 
remove a tick quite effectively. 

Removal 

Use fine-tipped tweezers to 
grasp the tick as close to the 
skin's surface as possible. 

Pull upward with steady, even 
pressure. Don't twist or jerk the 
tick; this can cause the mouth- 
parts to break off and remain 
in the skin. If this happens, 
remove the mouth-parts with 
tweezers. If you are unable to 
remove the mouth easily with 
clean tweezers, leave it alone 
and let the skin heal. 

After removing the tick, thor¬ 
oughly clean the bite area 
and your hands with rubbing 
alcohol, an iodine scrub, or soap 
and water. 

Avoid folklore remedies such as 
"painting"the tick with nail 
polish or petroleum jelly, or 
using heat to make the tick 
detach from the skin. Your goal 
is to remove the tick as quickly 
as possible — not waiting for 
it to detach.

once to coat with oil. 
Cover with plastic wrap 
or a clean cloth and let 
rise until double, about 1 
tol 1/2 hours. 

Preheat the oven to 
475 degrees. Lightly oil 
a pizza pan and sprinkle 
with cornmeal. 

Punch down the 
dough. For lighter dough 
and to make it easier to 
handle, let the dough rest 
for about 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes. Then flatten dough 
and roll or shape dough 
to fit pizza pan. Brush the 
top of the dough with a 
small amount of vegeta¬ 
ble oil or olive oil (about 
1 teaspoon.) Use the back 
of your fist to press out 
air bubble, making small 
dents in the dough. This 
will prevent bubbling. 
Let the dough rest for 
about 10 minutes. 

Top the pizza with 
your favorite ingredi¬ 


ents and bake for 15 
to 22 minutes. Check 
every couple of minutes 
after 15 to make sure it 
doesn’t overcook. The 
crust should be medium 
brown and the top¬ 
pings should be lightly 
browned.

story of rhyming fleas 
reciting the alphabet did. 

Buser said she sent her 
first children’s book to 
Tate Publishing, and got 
a contract with them in 
2010. 

Two years later, she 
had moved from Mor- 
ganfield, Ky., to Law¬ 
renceburg when her 
husband changed jobs. 
Buser said finally seeing 
her children’s book in 
print was something of a 
surprise. 

“It’s not something I 
thought I would achieve 
to begin with,” she said. 

Right now, writing 
children’s books is a 
hobby for Buser. She cuts 
out construction paper 
circles to form the bod¬ 
ies of the fleas and plans 
out the storyboard pages 
of her book. Then she 
sends copies of her art to 
an illustrator, who inter¬ 
prets her images into 
digital artwork. 

Buser said it took her 
about four days to write 
the first “flea” book, but 
about a year to publish. 

Her children, ages 
17 and 12, helped Buser 
with some of the names 
and the rhymes. 

“They’ve read it, they 
can actually put some 


the Blue Beret,” set in 
World War II in occupied 
France, and traces the 
semi-biographical story 
of Mason’s father-in- 
law, a pilot who escaped 
with the help of a young 
French woman as his 
guide. 

“He thought of her as 
a girl in the blue beret,” 
Mason said, “and it was 
the phrase that popped 
out at me and launched 
the novel.” 

Mason, who has lived 
in Anderson County 
since 1990, said she 
seems to be drawn to 
the subject of war, add¬ 
ing that another one of 
her works, “In Country,” 
focuses on the Vietnam 
War. 

“World War II was 
the biggest theme of the 
20th century, something 
we’re still having to deal 
with,” she said. 

As the reader follows 
Marshall, Mason’s nar¬ 
rator, he retraces his 
journey and relies upon 
his memories to find the 
woman who led him to 
safety. 

“We all tend to shape 
our stories to suit us, 
whether we do it inten¬ 
tionally or not,” Mason 
said about the reliability

of her character. “Mar¬ 
shall [the narrator], in his 
quest revisit the past and 
find out some things, was 
very surprised because 
he had no idea things 
were the way they were. 
People are telling him 
their stories and we’re 
seeing it through his 
eyes, but we’re also hav¬ 
ing to trust their story. 

“So that subject of 
memory in World War 
II is a tricky subject, 
because it can be glori¬ 
fied or the opposite.” 

After the aftermath 
and success of “The Girl

tional fiction market. “In 
this market, I think you 
need an encouraging, 
uplifting ending. At the 
end, there’s always a ray 
of hope. The sun’s going 
to come up in the morn¬ 
ing.” 

One series in particu¬ 
lar, the Holly Hill series, 
is based on Gabhart’s 
memories of growing up 
in Anderson County in 
the ‘60s. She’s currently 
working on a sequel to 
“Angel Sister,” a novel 
about her mother’s 
memories on growing up 
in the Alton area. 

“It’s just sort of com¬ 
pulsive when it comes to 
writing,” Gabhart, who 
said she’s been writing 
since she was 10, said. “It’s 
not always enjoyable. It’s 
a drive.” 

Unlike fellow writer 
and middle school teach¬ 
er Jennifer Johnson, who 
said she typically writes 
her Christian romance 
novels during over the 
course of a few weeks 
during school breaks, 
Gabhart said it takes her 
at least a year to write a 
novel.

“For flash fiction, you 
tend to strip it down,” 
Marvin, who works full¬ 
time at Florida Tile in 
addition to running a 
hobby farm and writing, 
said. “That doesn’t mean 
you can’t use big words, 
but you don’t want to 
bog the story down in a 
lot of superfluous detail.” 

When it comes to 
writing, Marvin, you 
need to learn to grow a 
thick skin. 

“If you’re going to 
write, you’re going to 
get rejected,” he said. “It 
comes with the territory.”

“Just to keep with 
it,” Marvin said. There’s 
going to be a lot of ‘no’s’ 
before you get that yes.”

H ow do you describe your 
relationship with those 
with whom you attend 
church? Do you really know 
most of the people that you wor¬ 
ship with or do you 
perhaps just know 
their names? Are 
you and your fellow 
brothers and sisters 
more like family 
or like strangers? 

Francis Chan’s book 
“Forgotten God” 
shares an example 
of what I am afraid 
is a very serious 
problem in today’s 
church: “A while 
back a former gang member 
came to our church. After a few 
months, I found out the guy was 
no longer coming to the church. 
When asked why he didn’t come 
anymore, he gave the following 
explanation. I had the wrong idea 
of what church was going to be 
like. When I joined the church, 

I thought it was going to be like 
joining a gang. You see, in the 
gangs we weren’t just nice to each 


other once a week — we were a 
family.” 

Now in my own understand¬ 
ing, isn’t that a pretty sad, yet 
pretty accurate description of our 
churches today? Don’t we just 
“greet” one another on a Sunday 
morning and that pretty much 
sums up our church family life? 

Let’s look at how the Biblical 
church family lived and how we 
as Christians should strive to do 
the same. 

Acts 2:42-47,42: ‘They devoted 
themselves to the apostles’ teach¬ 
ing and to fellowship, to the 
breaking of bread and to prayer. 

43: “Everyone was filled with 
awe at the many wonders and 
signs performed by the apostles. 

44:“ All the believers were 
together and had everything in 
common. 

45 “They sold property and 
possessions to give to anyone who 
had need. 

46-47: “Every day they contin¬ 
ued to meet together in the tem¬ 
ple courts. They broke bread in 
their homes and ate together with 
glad and sincere hearts, praising 


God and enjoying the favor of all 
the people. And the Lord added 
to their number daily those who 
were being saved.” 

So, the Bible describes how 
early Christians lived, yet how we 
most often live is nothing similar. 

Early Christians were “togeth¬ 
er,” “fellowshipping,” “breaking 
bread,”, “enjoying favor,” ulti¬ 
mately sincere in heart. 

Furthermore, they were selling 
their possessions to see that any 
of them that were in need did not 
do without. 

They were quite simply a 
family. How often do you break 
bread with those you worship 
with? Do you know the names of 
most everyone you attend church 
with? They are your family. 

If we as Christian families try 
to emulate early Christians and 
actually started living like they 
did, who knows, God might just 
add salvation to our numbers as 
well.

JUDGE ME NOT 

Every so often someone will write or call and say that 
they feel that I have JUDGED them or others too harshly, 
and then they either quote or write, Matt 7:1 “Judge not , 
that you be not judged . ” With this quotation they believe 
themselves to have answered the question about judging 
others. This passage is NOT condemning judging, but 
judging in hypocrisy. The context goes on and says that 
we can see what a person really is, by their deeds and 
works (Matt. 7:16-20). Jesus even calls us to “judge 
righteous judgment 99 (John 7:24). Needless to say, one is 
what they are because of the choices that are make in life 
and people can see our life, for we portray it before 
them. When one states our life accurately they state the 
truth, not judging. Is it OK to tell one not to judge and 
then turn around and judge the motives of the one we tell 
to stop judging? 

Some well meaning people will say, “You need to practice 
the golden rule” (Matt. 7:12). The true practicing of the 
golden rule is often telling people what they do not want 
to hear. Jesus practiced the “Golden Rule” by dying; His 
death gives us the means of repentance and going in 
another direction (Acts 2:38). Jesus JUDGED us and 
DIED for us so we could present ourselves as living 
sacrifices without spot or blemish (Rom. 12:1-2). One 
cannot live in (practice) sin and be a follower of Christ.

And really, what is wrong with 
that? 

For years, media members have 
commented about the large crowds at 
Anderson County football games and 
that Anderson boys’ basketball usu¬ 
ally draws better than most communi¬ 
ties in the area. 

Over the years, coaches of teams 
that visit Anderson County often 
compliment the community for the 
support of Anderson football and bas¬ 
ketball teams. 

One basketball coach told me, “We 
would give anything to have crowds 
like they do here.” 

Another told me he liked to visit 
Anderson late in the season because 
“this atmosphere gets us ready for the 
district and regional tournaments.” 

During football season, it is not 
uncommon for home games to have 
standing room only crowds or for 
Anderson to go on the road and have 
more fans in the stands than the home 
team. 

Don’t believe me? Just go to several 
games and see for yourself. 

Again, what is wrong with that? 
Granted, there are some scholastic 
sports that generate little interest 
locally, but those are generally sports 
that have little fan following in any 
town. 

The fact that Anderson County 
does support its high school teams 
speaks well of the community. It says 
people care about the kids. It says that 
people are interested in their suc¬ 
cesses. It says there is some pride in 
the community. 

And coaches often talk about 
Anderson being an attractive destina¬ 
tion because, “It is the only game in 
town.” 

Granted, if the Bearcats are playing 
the same night as the Kentucky Wild¬ 
cats, the high school stands will have 
plenty of empty seats, just like nearly 
every other town in the state. But 
those situations don’t pop up often. 

So, embrace the reputation. It is a 
compliment to Anderson County. 

At the same time, don’t think Law¬ 
renceburg is just a high school sports 
town. Last week, the Kentucky Golf 
Association’s Pepsi Tour came to Wild 
Turkey Trace. The tour is for kids, but 
in the last few years, the course has 
become a central Kentucky gem for 
all ages. 

There are many horse racing con¬ 
nections in the county and several 
local drivers like to hit the bullring 
circuit of stock car racing. Some 
Anderson County residents will be 
competing in the Blue Grass State 
Games. The opportunities are limitless. 

And we want to share that news.

As Kaitlyn Riley headed to the turn 
in last Friday’s Pepsi Junior Golf Tour 
event at Wild Turkey Trace, her father, 
Mike, looked over her scorecard.

High School teammate, Anna Marie 
Hyatt, who finished second, her final 
score was four better than the next best 
score in all divisions.

She 
parred the other 14 holes. 

“On 16,1 hit the ball into the creek,”

about 4 feet. 

It is that kind of play that has ele¬ 
vated Riley, who will be a high school 
junior this fall, from a golfer who might 
be happy to make the state tournament 
and survive the first day cut to one 
who has her sights on a top 10 finish 
this fall. 

“I felt good about the round,” Mike 
Riley said. Even though his daughter 
was on the wrong side of par through 
nine holes, he had seen the transforma¬ 
tion. 

“Kaitlyn is so focused now,” he con¬ 
tinued. “She is much more focused this 
year and she was totally in it.” 

It has been showing in the early 
summer rounds of the Pepsi Tour, 
which attracts some of the best junior 
golfers in the state. While many of the 
events are characterized by regional 
entrants, the tour will close with a 
statewide tournament of champions in 
late July. 

As of Monday, Riley was second in 
her division with 300 points. Kaitlyn 
Hale, of Owensboro, led the pack with 
330 points in four events. Hale had not 
won a single event but placed second or 
third in all of her starts.

last year, then qualified for the state 
high school tournament last fall. She 
made the cut into the second day at 
Bowling Green Country Club, but was 
never a serious threat to the top finish¬ 
ers. 

But this summer, her game has been 
as impressive as a 250-yard tee shot or a 
50-foot putt. 

At Cherry Blossom on May 31, her 
74 was two strokes better than the 
second-place finisher, Shelby Power of 
Owenton. 

“I knew I had played well, but I 
didn’t know if it was well enough to 
win,” Kaitlyn remembers. “I felt good 


(about the win), but didn’t want to get 
the big head about it. You never know 
what you are going to do. 

“Every course is different and you 
have to do different things on each 
one.” 

Then last Tuesday, Riley burned the 
greens with a 3-under 34 on the front 
nine. “I was thinking I might break 
par,” she says with a grin. But double¬ 
bogeys on No. 10 and No. 13 contributed 
to Riley’s five-over 42 on the back nine. 

The 76 was still good enough to win 
the event by 11 strokes. 

But few could have foreseen Riley 
turning in her best tournament score 
ever last Friday on her home course. 

Riley is looking for bigger and better 
things this summer and during the fall 
high school season. Next week, she is 
scheduled to play in a PGA qualifying 
event at Maywood in Bardstown. That 
tournament will serve as an elimina¬ 
tion event with successful qualifiers 
moving on to another PGA event at 
Indianapolis. 

In two weeks, Riley will be tak¬ 
ing her chances in the women’s State 
Ameteur tournament, to be held at 
Elizabethtown Country Club. She will 
be trying to follow in the footsteps of 
Wild Turkey Trace regular and former 
Anderson County golfer Laurie Good- 
lett, who has won the match-play event 
twice. 

The week after the women’s State 


Am, Riley is entered in the state Junior 
Am, also set for Maywood. 

“She wanted to play in some of the 
bigger events this year,” Mike Riley 
said. 

As for the Pepsi Tour? Riley is only 
entered in one more event, to be played 
on July 17 at The Bull at Boone’s Trace 
in Richmond, but Mike Riley says, “We 
are looking at some other tournaments. 
We might look at the schedule and her 
points a little later and schedule some 
more.” 

It could give Riley a chance at win¬ 
ning the tour’s Player of the Year desig¬ 
nation. 

But for now, Kaitlyn Riley is just 
enjoying the ride and focused on what¬ 
ever the future might hold. She is 
playing at least two rounds a day and 
is competing in the women’s league at 
her home course. Not only is she look¬ 
ing to the state high school tournament 
this fall, but she has begun to hear 
from NAIA schools about playing col- 
legiately. 

NCAA rules prohibit schools from 
contacting athletes until their junior 
year of high school, but some are 
expected to be in touch. 

“Your junior year can be a big deal in 
golf,” Kaitlyn says. “You have to make 
an impression.” 

It looks like she is doing just that.
